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This is in response to the petition filed on March 25, 2008 under 37 CFR 1 .97 requesting the 
examiner to consider the prior art cited in the Information Disclosure Statement filed on 
December 5, 2006. 

A review of the record reveals that applicant filed four (4) separate Supplemental Information 
Disclosure Statements on December 5, 2006. In one of the Supplemental Information 
Disclosure -Statements petitioner alleges that three completed 1449 forms together with copies 
of the references were submitted. The file history shows only two 1449 forms included, but 
copies of the foreign references listed on the third 1449 form were scanned into the file. 
Petitioner also points out that the copy of the Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement 
(SIDS) scanned into PAIR shows that the first page of the SIDS was the first page of one of the 
other SIDS's filed on that same day. Petitioner also provides the Express tracking sheet from 
their SEDS submittal and the missing third 1 449 form. 

Due to the fact that copies of the foreign references listed on the missing 1449 form were 
provided, it appears that a scanning error may have occurred which caused the third 1449 form 
not to be made part of the official file. 

The petition is thus GRANTED. The examiner will consider the third 1449 form provided by 
the petitioner for the SIDS filed on December 5, 2006.
